Provision has been made for tne 
ereellou of two agricultural buildings, 
as dairy, farming and stock raising will 
doubtless form an itnportaut feature of 
the work.

Kqual provision has been made for 
tbe care of boy* and girls, but, as It is 
expected, and as statistics in other 
States show, that institutions of this 
character contain about twice as many 
boys as girls, provision has been made 
for caring for ihem in about this pro- 
portion, and although tbe two institu- 
tions will be separated a distance of

For reasons of economy in operation 
a central system of healing, lighting 
and power has been adopted and the 
general boiler house has been located 
at the low point near the manual train- 
ing building.

In addition to this tillers and 
cisterns have been provided as shown 
on the plat for takingjeare of the rain 
water from the entire institution. This 
soft water will be used for bathing and 
laundry purpose* and for the boiler 
supply. 

l'rovl.ion ha* been made for taking 
care of the sewage from the Institution 
bv what is known a* tho internment 
alteration and broad irrigation |JHf < 
which has by actual 'experience bcem 
demonstrated as thoroughly successful, 
not only in institution work, but In 
somu of the principal cities of the 
world. It road irrigation of the land is

posing of the sewage of this institution, 
as there are no streams of suitable si/.e 
for taking care of tbe effluent, and 
farming being not only an aid to the 
institution itself, but supplying a 
healthful and instructive outdoor labor 
for the Inmates. There is nothing un- 
healthful in the work of caring for Irrl- 
igated areas or In the use of vegetable* 
thus fertilized, decomposition taking 
place in the presence of sufficient oxy 
gen to prevent all offensive odor*. As 
an extra precaution tbe effluent from 
tbe Institution will be passed through 
coke filters, by which tl 1* po»*lble to 
remove from !*> to V per cent, of the 
organic matter.
